Publius Virgilius Maro. 



Ublius Virgilius Maro was the firfi 
that gave eminence to the Family of 
the Virgilii ; His Father, by the mar¬ 
riage of the ‘Daughter o/^Magus (a 
Stranger ) named Maia, and the 
Stewardjhip of her Fathers efiate. 


improvd his om to the purchafe of fome Land, and a little 
Stocat Andes , a little Hamlet, near Mantua. 'They 
had three Sons , Publius the eldefi, born the fifteenth of 
October, in the Qonfulfhip of Lucius Pompeius Magnus, 
and Marcus Licinius Craflus 9 the 68} year from the 
building of Rome. 

The precedent Sfight his Mother dream d fhe brought 
forth a /prig of Laurel , which being fet in the (f round, im¬ 
mediacy J,hot up into a Tree ; the next day , being upon a 
fourney,(he was unexpectedly deliver d,arid a Toplar bough, 
which at that time they planted,grew up with fuch incredible 
fpeed,that it overlooked the growth ofmany Trees long before 
it in time . This afterwards was confecrated and known by 
the name of Virgil’ j Tree, to which JYomen with Child , 
encourag’d by the good fortune of his Mother, made Vows. 

At Cremona he pafs’d the firfi pari of his life, being 
thirteen years old, from the building of the City 6$6, at 
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THE- LIFE OF VIXfijlL. 

which time (the fame happen’d to befonfuls who were at his 
fath ) he went to MiHaiii, where he tookjois firji Studies , 
thence to Naples , where he improv’d himf elf in all hind of 
Learning, which perhaps his Modefly might have 'conceal’d 
from the JVorld, if not awaken d by this occafon. 

In that diflribution of Lands which was made after the 
Mattel at Philippi , by Auguftus, to reward his Souldiers , 
Virgil was dijfeifd of hi: Inheritance; Hereupon he went 
foRome, and, to prepare his way into the Emperour’s know¬ 
ledge, affix’d this Viflich upon the Court-(fate.

The Author of thefeVerfes (with which Auguftus was 
much pleas’d ) being fought for, Bathyllus, an inferiour 
Toet of that time, prefented himfelf, and intercepted the 
Honours and Howards of Virgil; who in vindication of 
himfelf, to the fame Diflich annex’d four times 
Sic vos non vobis, dec. 

Bathyllus unable, at the Qommand of Auguftus to, fupply 
thefe Hemiftichs, Virgil thus perform’d it. 

Has ego verficulos feci, tulit alter honores: 

Sic vos non vobis vellera fertis oves, 

Sic vos non vobis nidificatis aves, 

Sic vos noQ vobis mellificatis apes, 

Sic vos non vobis fertis aratraboves. 

•Twas I the Verfes made, the Eraife another had:

coenas } he was fo far receiv'd , that he obtain da Cfrant of 
the recovery of his own EJlate: but Unfuccefsfully ; for re¬ 
turning home to take Toffefsion, Aries , a fenturion, to 
whofe lot it fell, was fomuch incens’d, that, toavoyd his 
violence, he was forc’d to fwim a Lfuer, to which he is 
[aid to allude , Eclog. 3 . 

Thus necefsitated to a fecond fourney to Rome , he was 
by the Emperour re-infiated in his Lands ; whereupon to 
exprefs his gratitude to Pollio a he compos’d his Eclogue^; 
at the injlance of Mecoenas , his Georgicks; and at the 
Command of Auguftus, his JEmi&s ; a Worfmuch fam’d 
in its Infancie, as appears by this of Propertius, 

Cedite Romani feriptores, cediteGraii: 

Nefcio quid majus nafeitur Uiade„ 

Roman and Grecian Writers, all give place • 

Something is born, the Iliads dothjwpafs. 

At Rome he /pent the greatefi part of his time , having a 
competentEfiate,and a Houfe in the Wcpji\ix,near the (jar- 
dens of Mecoenas'; fometimes retiring into Campania and 
Sieilie. He was every year abundantly helpfull to bis 
Edrents, who dyed not till he came to perfeB age. Affected by 
all other Eoets of that time, Tucca, Varus, Horace, Gal- 
lus, and Propertius, to whom, as to all Scholars, his Library 
was alwaies open; honour’d by the commorfPeople,who hearing 
his Verfes recited in the Theater, all rofe up arid reverenc’d 
him (accidentally prejent) no lefs, faith Tacitus , than the 
Emperour himfelf ; and by Auguftus fo much favour’d, 
that he is faid to have admitted him to his mojl private 
Counfels , and continued this intimacy to him by many Let¬ 
ters. Pedianus affirms, that he was a fable, a great Lover 
of (food and Learned Men ; fo far from Envy, that he 
rejoye’d in any excellent Speech or AUim of another, as 
much, as if it were his owri • never difprais’d any, ever

prais’d thofe that dejervd it ; and was of fuch winning 
candour , that none could forbear to love him. 

In the year 734. from the building of the City , the 52 of 
his age, he left Kome, with defign to go into Grecia , and 
Alia, there to compleat his ifeneids, and fpend the re¬ 
mainder of his daies: but meeting Auguftus at Athens, 
on his return out of the Eajl, he alter d that refolution 5 and 
coming bac\fell ficl^at^A Legara, dyed at Biundufium , 
Sept. 11. Bis Hones (as he defir d) buried at Naples, by 
the care of Auguftus, and Mecoenas, made his Heirs by 
Teflament. His r urn fupported by nineTillars , over which 
this Hifiich was engraven. 

Mantua me genuit; Galabri rapuere; tenet nunc 
Parthenope 1 ceciniPalcua 9 Rura, Duces.

Vir¬ 
gil upon this cccajion, amongSl other 
tjfylantuans, ejcElcd out of his Inhe¬ 
ritance, went to Rome for Redrefs, 
where,by Mecaenas andotkers recom¬ 
mended to Auguftus, he obteind fo 
great a {hare in his favour, that he 
was not only re-inflated in his Lands, 
but receiv’d fo many gifts and 
‘Rewards, as far exceeded them in 
valtie'.

ving a hand in the Confpiracy a- 
gamfi Julius Csfar, with whom he 
was very intimate:) Hereupon fearing 
the incenfed Nobility of the Country 
to whom the Emperour had commit¬ 
ted the examination of the bujinefs , 
he fell upon his own Sword. This 
Gallus fell in love with Cytheris a

Hjfus his fabulous converfioii was 
not into a Hobby, but a Falcon, as 
is dear by this of Plautus ;

To this 
derivation Virgil here inclines: Others 
there are that with lefs eafinels de¬ 
rive it from Atte , a Lydian, quafi 
Attalia. Others from a Bull, call’d 
Italus by the antient Grecians. 

( I ) This is the firft broken Verfe 
in the Book: Some think he left 
them fo imperfefl out of a kind of 
Glory, knowing no Man was able 
to fupply them; Others, that he was 
taken off by Death, otherwife that 
he had made them up himfelf; which 
they argue from his Eclogues and 
Georgicks, which underwent his laft 
hand, in which there is not any but 
entire. Nannius , lib. 6. tMificell. 
produceth many of them compet¬ 
ed ; but with fuch fuccefs as might 
be expe&ed after Virgil. ' 
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1 ( IQ Orion was Son to Jupiter, Ne¬ 
ptune and Mercury, flain by a Scor¬ 
pion for his Infolence towards ‘Dia¬ 
na ; then a (fum’d into the number of 
Conftellations, whereof one bears bis 
name. The xifing of Orion ( which 
as well as Artturut, and the Pleia¬ 
des, prefag’d Storms, Plin. 18. 28.) 
is here (aid to be ex improvtfo, be¬ 
cause herifethin his magnitude ma¬ 
ny daies ; whence his time is un¬ 
certain to the moft skilfull Naviga¬ 
tors, faith Taubman : whereby Ili»- 
new here excufeth his Mariners. And 
though Juno rais’d this Storm , yet 
the Poet,upon all fuch extraordinary 
oecalions, obferves the fame Deco¬ 
rum to fuit them with their natural 
(igns and caufes. 


' ( / ) His fiery thus told by ' Ser- 
vitfs • when Laomedon had deni d 
Neptune and Apollo their promis’d, 
Reward for building the Walls of Troy, 
Neptune ,being angry, font Whales to 
infejb them : Whereupon, consulting 
the Oracle of Apollo , he Ukewife 
no lefs difpleas’d, anfwer d, That they 
Should expofe to them Virgins of No¬ 
ble Birth ; which being often dene, a 
certain Man, named Hippotes, fear¬ 
ing to lofe his ‘Daughter Egefta, 
(Hefione the Daughter ef Laomedon 
the King having been dejlin d for 
that purpofe already) he put her into 
a Bark., committing her tothemer- 
ty of the Waves , which brought her 
into Sicily, where, by the River Cri- 
mifus ( which Virgil with Poetical 
liberty calls Crinifus ) in the form of 
a Bear, others fay of a Dog , She 
was got with Child of Effiftus, by 
Virgil call’d Aceftes, who built a City 
for the Trojans, which he nam’d af¬ 
ter his Mother Egefta, afterwards 
sail’d Segefla. 


When raoyft ^ Orion with the Flood did rife » 
Then thundring Storms did fuddenly furprife 
Us,and on dangerous Shelves prevailing bore, 

Onely a few were driven upon your Shore. 

What a rude People s this ? what barbarous Land 
Admits fuch Cuftomes ? from the common Strand 
Us they repulfe, and as moft deadly Foes ,

I am here to excufe the Graver, who 
though he hath in this Figure en¬ 
deavour’d to follow that of Lipfius, 
in Saturnalib, as to the Pofture, ob- 
ferves it not in the fird Bed,in Dido, 
s/Lneas, and tAfcaxitts , bccaufe it 
would take eff too much from the 
grace of the Cut.

when the Ilians refus’d to let in Cim- 
na, the third Conful, into their City; 
at what time a Horle being caught 
between the Gates , hindred them 
from Ihutting. 

( n) Sfiarmim (Jtlifcellan. 7. 
faith, that the Horfe is brought into 
the City with the fame Religious 
Ceremonies which arc us’d towards 
the Thenfa of the Gods , for which 
he cites a Afconius upon 3. Verr. 
Thenfa is a facred Chariot, a Pro- 
ceflion of the States and Sacrifices. 
Some think them fo named, from 
Divinity; others, d tenfis lores, which 
Strings every one thought himlclf 
happy that could lay hold of.

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( k ) Centum- nurtti, not Daugh¬ 
ters-in-law to Priam, for he already 
fa id that Priam had but fifty Sons , 
Unlefs , with La Cerds, we allow 
every Sen two V r ives;rather expound 
it with Taubman, Nnzai nuts as, at 
dtatis hue women fit,won uffinitatis.

rity a League was made betwixt the 
Brothers, which Dardanus broke 
by killing Jafius.

Pygmalion , the eleventhKtrig of 
Tyre from Hiram , mtirther d Si- 
iehsus , the Hftibmd of his Sifieir 
Elifavr I>ido, to be ifflaficr of ‘his 
Wealth j which Dido privately fhift 
away , and carry d with Jome Friends 
into Afflck : There jhe purchas’d a 
piece of ground of Iarbas King of 
the Maurufii, and built a Town which 
frrfi they call’d Byria (that was the 
name of the Fort ) afterwards Car¬ 
thage. That Voyage of Dido was 
made in the 7 year of Pygmalion , 
as Jofephus teftifres from the Records 
if the Phaenicians. Carthage is [aid 
to be built in the 144 year after the 
Temple was begun, which is the $16 
year after the defir u Elion of Troy, and 
the 86$ before Chrifi;Therefore Dido 
liv’d eilmofi 300 years after yEneas. 
For although Carthage, according to 
fome of the Antients i was built be¬ 
fore the defiruElion of Troy, yet they 
did not take Dido , the Sifter of Pyg¬ 
malion, to be the Foundrefs thereof: 
Yet becaufe generally believ’d to-be 
fo, Virgil ajperfeth in her , obliquely 
Carthage it fe(f, an emulous trouble- 
fome Enemy to the Romans.

( faies he ) Virgil here had refpeft to 
the cuftome of the Romans, -who De- 
ifi’d their Cajars, and honor’d them 
with Priells and Flamens. They 
■were wont to adorn the dores of their 
Temples and Altars with woollen 
Fillets ; Which Virgil touches, al¬ 
though Servius hath referr’d it to 
the Solemnity of their Marriages. 

(y) The Furies, fo call’d by Ore- 
fies after he had appeas’d them by 
the advice of Minerva. See the Ar¬ 
gument of that Tragedy of zAZfchi- 
lus. 

( z. ) Pentheus ( according to the 
relation of 'Taufanias ) fpeaking ma¬ 
ny reprochfull things againft Bac¬ 
chus, and committing other inlolen- 
Cies , the laft wherof was to get up 
into a Tree, and overlook the Rites 
of the Baccha, being ditcover’d, was 
by them torn in pieces. By the, Greeks 
Tragedians, he wasfuppos’d, before 
bis death, to run mad; particular¬ 
ly by Euripides , who makes him 
fpeak thus ( to which our Author 
alludes ) 

And now me thinks two Sunns I feel 
J fee two Thebes. —— 

( a ) Oreftcs 6eirig tormented by 
Furies, for killing his Mother Cly- 
temneftra, his only remedy was, to 
go to the Temples, into which they 
not daring to enter, ftaid for him at 
the Porch, to feize upon him as foon 
as he fhould come forth. Germanus 
and Tumebus adde, that the Author 
alludes to the Tragedy of <u£fchilus 
entitled Eumentdes, wherein Orefies 
is fuppos’d to be befieg’d by the Fu* 
ries in the Temple of Apollo at Del- 
phos, to hinder him from going to 
the Temple of CMinerva: whither 
( by Apollo’s direction ) he was to 
go to expiate his Crime. Alciat 
l’aith, that this is an allufion to the 
cuftome of Offenders, flying to 
Temples for San&uary, 


( b ) The Hefperides were daugh¬ 
ters of Hefperus Brother of Atlas, 
They had a Garden, in which were 
Golden Apples confecrated-to Venus, 
which Hercules, being fent by £«- 
ryfiheus, having flain the watchful’ 
Dragon,took away.

( f ) It was a Cuftome amongft 
the Antients to keep the Bed where¬ 
in their Marriage was fiift confirm'd, 
with a religious care, as a Monument 
and Pledge of their Wedlock. They 
call’d it Lettum \tigalem, from their 
conjunction ; Genialem, a generan- 
do ; Adverfum , from the pofition , 
for they plac’d it over againft the 
Dore. See Lipf. Elett. 1. 17. 

(d) Garlands of Flowers were 
us’d allmoft in all lolemn Rites, 
Specially (which moft concerns 
this place) about the Dead. Lit Cer¬ 
da adds , That they us'd to crown 
the Bodies with Garlands when they 
brought them forth to burial. So 
‘Lido here the Pyre prepar’d for her 
Funeral. 

( e ) Not, as fotne would have 
it, out of love (he bore to *y£neas , 
doth Are here bring his PiClure to 
look on dying , but in a Religious 
Ceremony to burn together upon 
the Pyre with her all that belong’d 
to him. Sword, Cloths, 8cc. ■ Sca- 
liger faith , It is in allufion to the 
Cuftome of Witches, who make cer¬ 
tain Statues, and bind them with 
Fillets and Ribbands, when they go 
about to bewitch or curfe any one. 
See Eclog. 8. which is confirm’d by 
the delcription of the Prieftefs with 
difheveil’d Hair, according to the 
habit of Witches in t Apollonius, 
Ovid, Horace, &c. 

(f) Triple Hecate (the fame 
with Diana imrnediatly following) 
becaule ilie us’d to be painted in 
three Shapes, and delighted in the 
names of three kinds ot Beafts, a 
Bull, Dog, and Lion. Others fay , 
from a triple Head; the right , of a 
Horle ; the left, of a Dog ; the mid¬ 
dle , humane. Alcimar.es was the 
firft who amongft the zAthenians 
made fuch an Image of her.

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( a ) In thefe words ( faith Sea- 
liger ) Palinurus prefag’d his own 
death, which happen’d before their 
arrival into Italy. Servius obferves , 
that like a good Pilot he had firft 
made trial of all means (in the pre¬ 
cedent Diftick) before he would de¬ 
clare the danger they were in. 


( b ) He calls Sicily the Shores of 
Eryx , becaufe he had reign’d there. 
He was Son of farms and Bates : 
Bates was Son of Amy c us King of 
the Bebrycians, who were overcome 
by Pollux at Whirl-bats, in the ex¬ 
pedition of the Argonauts. There¬ 
fore Butts , when his Father was 
flain, fled into Sicily, where for the 
Lovelinefs of his Perfon being be- 
lov’dof a Noble Harlot, he begot his 
Son Eryx. This Lycafte is iaid for 
her excellent Beauty to have been 
afterwards call’d famis. Thus the 
Interpreters, efpecial \y-Hortenfus, 
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The caufe had kindled fuch a Fire unknown:

With Rage might do, whom raging Love oppreft , 

By this fad Sign the pitying Trojans gueft. 

When they had fail’d till Land appear’d no more.

It is believ’d a Mountain in Lycia , 
ouc of which iffued Fire, on tops 
whereof Lions haunted, Goats fre¬ 
quented the middle parts, beneath 
Serpents lurk’d. Bellerophon flew the 
Monfter, when by his Valour and 
Induftry he made the Hill habitable. 

( q ) Geryon , a King of Spain , 
whom Hercules few. He was feign’d 
to have three Bodies , either becaufe 
of his mighty Stature, or becaufe he 
had two Brothers alfo lb nam’d, who 
liv’d in perpetual concord. Geryon , 
q. jvelur, going in a Round ^ meant 
perhaps of the Sun, as Hyperion, be¬ 
caufe he pafleth over us; Triple , 
becaufe the Sun is Author of all ve¬ 
getation : Whence likewife the fame 
with Hercules , whofe twelve La¬ 
bours relate to his twelve Journeys 
through the Zodiack,

To 
thefe our Author adds a Guard of 
barking Sentinels, to Man many 
times more faithfull than Man him¬ 
felf. Wherefore we read that Maf- 
finiffa, mifdoubting the fidelity of his 
Subjects, committed the fafety of his 
Perfon to thefe, as to the mote trufty 
Satellites.

(k) Garments were antientlyac-- 
counted the Chief Treafures; and 
the ufual Piefents of Subjedb p 
their Princes , or great Perfonages 
to their Giiefts, were either Apparel 
or Metal. So "iiaaman , a King. j. 
offer’d Eliz,em ( befides Talents of 
Gold ) Changes of Raiment;. And 
Alcinom, and other Phadcian Prin¬ 
ces, gave to tllyffes at his departure, 
each a Talent of Gold , and a rich 
Veftment ( Homer, Odyjf. & & v. ) 
and for Garments arid Cloaths it 
•was wont to be a great Trealure In 
this Kingdome , untill the vanity of 
changing Falhions made it other- 
wife. So in Records and antient 
Wils among us, the bequeathing of 
Garments took up a-great part. And 
accordingly the Offices about the 
Wardrobe were of Eminence in the 
King’s Court, as is obl'erv’d by the 
Learned Dr. Hammond, in Annot .

JEneas , as he many Plots prepares. 

At him Mejfapus ( for he had two Spears ) 

Call one of them, and fent with mighty force; 

JEneas guards himfelf, and flops his courfe, * 

Bending his Knee ^through's Creft the Iavelin comes. 
And from his Cask quite fweeps away his Plumes. 

Then for the treachery, his rage grew hot; 

When he perceiv'd his flying Chariot, 
fove, and the Altars, he to witnefs calls, 

Of broken Leagues, then on die daughter falls i 
No difference makes, with all he doth engage,
